This situation is due to a lack of credibility | 
of the United nations in Somalia. The 
credibility problem stems from the time U. N 
mission representatives in Somalia were the 
first to flee the country with other foreign na- 
tionals when former dictator Mohamed Siad 
Barre was thrown out of power in 1981 

The Somali people wished the U.N. to stay 
behind with the few remaining officers there 
and provide leadership and humanitarian as- 
sistance to that nation in its hour of need 

The United Nations returned to Somalia 
when most of its member countries criticized 
it for not remaining there in the first place 
When it did return, it got itself involved in local 
politics and supported one warlord (Mr. Ali 
Mahdi Mohamed) against another (General 
Mohamed Farah Aideed) 

The United States in support of the U.N 
efforts there began what could be the first 
U.N.-sponsored peace enforcement against 
General Aideed. This was a swift reaction by 
the U.N. when 23 of its troops there were 
murdered by the thugs controlled by General 
Aideed. The air raids that followed a week later 
in Mogadishu were meant to reduce the power 
of the General and bring those responsible for 
the killing to justice 

The U.N. reaction, in my opinion, lacked 
objectivity and coordination. The widespread 
feeling among the Somalis not supporting the 
General was that the mission would reduce 
General Aideed's influence and would bring 
him to justice 5 

But, the air raids and Pakastani crowd con- 
trol techniques that killed innocent civilians 
have caused some. to wonder if the means 
justifies the end. Troops from different nations 
under U.N. berets do not have similar equip- 
ment, discipline and training 

The Pakistani troops who are not trained for 
crowd control should not have been assigned 
for.this. project..in.addition,.the loss of 23. of 
their fellow countrymen has left their morale 
scarred. THé*U-N. commander should’ have: 
taken this history into consideration and could 
have avoided what is misconstrued today as 
an effort from the Pakistanis to take revenge 
on innocent civilians. 

General Aideéd is not a religious or acharis- 
matic leader, but he has the power and 
manipulative influence over innocent people 
and is putting their lives in danger. The U.N, 
and the U.S. should not punish. those mis- 
guided innocent civilians but rather should get 
to the heart of the problem and get rid of the 
general. If the U.N. does not know what to do 
with him, let me suggest that he be brought to 
International Court and tried for war crimes.

Black families from the Hilltop 
98 together for a reunion on June 
2 in Rhoades Park. Prodigal sons 
and daughters who grew up or lived 
on thie West Side met with old 
tuends and acquaintances who still 
ceside there 

Those who attended the reunion 
swapped “stories about old times 
and pleasant memories about 
living on the Hilltop. Much of the 
conversation revolved around the 
way the Hilltop used to be in days 
gone by, when neighbors sup- 
ported each other and shared 
resources 

Growing up on the Hilllop was 
tun," said Joanne Toler Minney. "I 
walked to and from West junior and 
senior high. There were very few 
Blacks back then. You knew 
everyone and everyone knew you 
\t was like one big family,’ 

Minney and a group of friends 
described playing childhood 
games Such as Red Rover and 
Hide-and-Seek in neighbors’ yards. 

’ Children were always watched 
‘ gver by adults in the neighborhood, 
) they said 

\ ‘There were intact families 
\Jnothers and fathers. Fathers 


worked and mothers stayed at 
home," said Jo Ann Nelson Allison. 
"It was the kind of upbringing you 
wish your kids could have now. 

Like other sides of town and 
America in general, the Hilltop has 
changed. Crime has forced a lot of 
families to*keep to themselves and 
be more cautious 

“There used to be a time when 
you could leave your doors open, It 
was a different class of people at 
one time. It was a safe place to 
live," said Kathryn Mann Puant 

Lawrence Davidson, who grew 
up on the Hilltop in the 30's and 40's 
and still has relatives and friends 
there, says there-used to be more 
of a sense of community and 
togetherness among the Hilltop’s 
Black community 

There were only thtee or four 
streets Blacks lived on. It's avlot 
different now. Among some of the 
families, some of the traditions 
have changed," said Davidson 

It's nothing like it used to be as 
far as appearance. People would 
take more pride in thew property 
before," said Fannie Holloway, who 
now lives in another city, 

Sleepy Jackson, a member of 
the Hilltop Reunion Committee who 
has lived on the West Side for 47 
years, thinks Central Ohio resi- 


dents who don't live on the Hilltop 
have a lot of misconceptions about 
the area, He said the perception 
that the Hilltop is full of “hillbillies" 
and low-income families is simply 
a Stereotype 

"The people that live up there 
are no different than anybody 
else," said Jackson, 

Like. Jackson, many current 
Hilltop residents feel the area has 
a lot of positive aspects to offer 
potential home buyers 

"\'ve lived on the West Side for 
30 years," said Minnie Childs Wil- 
son, "| think it’s a good side of town 
to raise children, The cost of living 
and education is very affordable.” 

Jeanita Dukes, Wilson's 
daughter, agreed. 

"You get more for your money 
when you buy your homes out 
here," said Dukes. "It’s not as quiet 
on other sidés of town. The pace 
isn't as fast out here.” 

According to Judith Jackson 
Burton, a longtime Hilltop resident, 
the values of somé Hilltop families 
have changed over the years, but 
traditional ways of life have en- 
dured 

“The values have changed," 
said Burton, "but we haven't.”

Children, residents cheer 
renovated urban complex 


Mwanza Place, a twelve build- 
ing apartment complex once better 
known for ¢rime than for community 
spirit, was dedicated on Tuesday, 
June 22, as city officials and repre- 
sentatives from the nation’s leading 
philanthropic organizations looked 
on z 
The dedication was led by resi- 
dents and neighborhood children 
who showed off the newly 
remodeled homes, gazebo and 
gardens of Mwanza Place which 
means “new beginnings” in 
Swahili, and talked about the pasi- 
tive changes in their neighborhood 
since they took control 

Mwanza Place, located on East 
25th Avenue between Joyce & 
Bancroft, became a target of na- 
tional interest when it was named 
the site, of a mode! national experi- 
ment. The model was designed to 
see if local residents when sup- 
ported by intensive, collaborative 
attention from over 50 social and 
publié service organizations could 
change the deteriorating character 
of their own neighborhood and im- 
prove the overall quality of life. The 
early indications are that the 
answer is a definite yes 

Funding for this effort was 
provided by Columbus housing 
Partnership (CHP), ‘a local non- 
profit organization dedicated to im- 
proving the availability and quality 
of low income housing 

CHP was selected by the 
Enterprise. Foundation to receive 


$2 million in grants.and low-cost - 


loans to fund efforts like Mwanza 
Place from the National Com- 
munity Development Initiative 
(NCDI), a consortium of seven of 
the nation’s leading philanthropic 
organizations and a major in- 
surance company. 

CHP purchased the 24 unit com- 
plex in January, 1993 and immedi- 
ately began renovation. To date 
Mwanza Place is 100% leased with 
rents for the three bedroom units 
set at $310 per month. Previous 
rents stood at $425 per month. 

As the neighborhood-based or- 
ganization, St. Stephen's Com- 
munity House offers community 


organizing resources and support 
social services and coordinates the 
efforts of the 20 agencies that have 
given support to the Mwanza res!- 
dents. To date, neighbors have or- 
ganized a Block Watch program 
which has been key to reducing 
crime and drugs in the complex. 

At the residents" urging, Colum- 
bus Police have stepped up area 
foot’ patrols. Other resident-in- 
spired activities include a Mwanza 
Place day camp for children 4-12, 
trash clean-up and Tree Planting 
day. = 
Among the residents speaking 
at the dedication were Damon Mar- 
teina, an. 11th grade student at 
Northland High School and Mary 
Brown, a parent and organizer of 
community events. Children from 
the Mwanza Place day camp cut 
through the ribbons encircling the 
gazebo to celebrate New Begin- 
nings for everyone involved 

Beth Hughes, executive director 
of CHP; Tim Kelley, St. Stephen's 
board president; Les Wright, 
Columbus city council; Craig Lee, 
Columbus Police and Michael 
Rubinger, NCD! Chair also par- 
ticipated in the program. 

All Mwanza Place activities are 
being documented for publication 
as a national model to demonstrate 
that intensive focused efforts like 
this one can serve to transform an 
unsafe, unstable; neighborhood 
into a safe, decent place to live thus 
fostering community building and 
self-sufficiency in low-income 
areas 


Mwanza Place is a CHP 
Homeward Bound project 
Homeward Bound was created in 
February 1991 with financial sup- 
port from NCD! to establish_five 
Community.Development Corpora- 
tions (CDCs) in Columbus urban 
neighborhoods. These CDCs over- 
see the development of low cost 
affordable homes in their neighbor- 
hoods

if found guilty, Mahdi could face

DwQuanna was the mother of a 
six-month-old child. 

"| believe he will not get away 
with murder,” said OwQuanna’s 
mother, Linda Madison. “Sometime 
ago, | expressed it was not an ac- 
cident. My first reaction was thank 
God. Now he has to answer to the 
city. They will be drilling him and 
hopefully the truth will come out." 

The semi-automatic weapon 
Mahdi used was reported stolen in 
1992 during a residential burglary 
in Delaware, Ohio. He was also 
charged with receiving stolen 
property. 

Police interviewed three other 
adults that were inside the house at 
the time of the shooting, but con- 
flicting stories hampered the inves- 
ligation 

"Honestly, it seemed a lot of 
people thought the case would be 
brushed under the carpet," said 
Caudill, "There are a lot of things 
we had to prove, but we weren't 
getting any help." 


Mrs. Madison said the police did 
what they had to do to find out the 
truth."In view of the testimony 
(before the Grand Jury) by the wit- 
nesses, the police have done a 
good job because people at the 
home weren't fully cooperative." 

"Detectives Caudill and (Jeff) 
Collins kept me informed and this 
was the type of situation where you 
had to go only on the evidence 
because everyhody had something 


-to hide," said Mrs. Madison. "They 


told me it was not an accident. | 
never believed-anything else. That 
young man is out there. All of this is 
very sad." 

Mrs. Madison said the message 
to stop carrying weapons, and 
decrease violence has to be carried 
out to the youth. "It has got to stop," 
said Mrs, Madison. “Everybody has 
a gun. The situation with guns has 
to come to an end and quickly."

The state's Black legislative 
ucus has requested the Ohio In- 
ector General to probe allega- 
ns of wrongdoing in the Equal 
portunity Center, 

The Inspector General's probe 
juld follow an investigation al- 
ady ongoing by the State High- 
y Patrol. 

In a letter to Inspector General 
vid Sturtz, Vernon Sykes, presi- 
int of the Black Elected 
mocrats of Ohio, asked the In- 
ector General to conduct an “ag- 
essive, independent 
festigation of the operations” of 
> EOC, which was set up by ex- 
utive order of Gov. George 
inovich to coordinate all the 


state's equal opportunity programs, 


Prior to the development of the 
EOC, the State Equal Employment 
Opportunity Coordinator had the 
responsibilty” for certification of 
minority business enterprises, 

According to the State Highway 
Patrol, it is probing allegations that 
at least one company was certified 
in exchange for payment, There 
have also been rumors that the 
Patrol was investigating the im- 
proper use of temporary employees 
within the department. 

Major Warren Davies, chief of 
investigations of the Patrol, had 
previously said that the Patrol had 
investigated allegations in the 
Department of Natural Resources 
that minority contracts had been 
funnelled to a dummy company or

tion through education. We must 
teach children to shun violence as 
an-acceptable behavior.

Parents must minimize these 
dangers by safety and carefully 
storing their weapons, One-third of 
all children who become victims of 
handguns do so in the home of a 
friend or other family member, so 
parents must also teach their 
children that guns are not to be 
touched 

Citizens are divided on the issue 
of-gun control. Our marathon 
debate has centered around keep- 
ing guns out of the hands of 
criminals while not impinging onthe 
rights of law abiding citizens, Our 
division has become the worst form 
of rhetorical gridlock and has kept 
us from fully addressing the real 
issue at stake. All the while, our 
children are dying from handgun 
violence in incident after-incident 
that fall outside the realm of criminal 
activity and thus outside our rhetori- 
cal debate. 

Whether or not you believe that 
gun ownership is a “fundamental 
right," sensible, reasonable regula- 
tions on gun purchasing, storage 
and usage make good sense. At 
some point we must all look at 


what's happening and ask the 
question; Is this how we want our 
children to die? 

One story out of Bosnia 
described the efforts of one woman 
who packs a “survival kit" for her 
two-year-old son every morning. 
The kit is full of food and neces- 
sities. She does this because she 
thinks that, if she and her husband 
are killed in the fighting that day, her 
son could survive until someone 
finds him. 

We, too, must pack “survival kits" 
for our children here in Ohio, That 
kit must include freedom from the 
danger that an overabundance of 
firearms which are too easy to buy 
and glorified as status symbols 
won't end a child's life before he or 
she can begin to tive it. 

It. is up to us to make sure that 
gunplay does not replace horseplay 
in our children's:lives, and that our 
children's fingers are turning the 
pages of schoolbooks, not pulling 
the triggers of handguns

Welfare reforms 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - The Clin- 
ton administration has begun work 
on reforming the nation’s troubled 
welfare system, And, preliminary in- 
dications are that increasing num- 
bers of low-income women would be 
required to leave home and find 
jobs. Health and Human Services 
Secretary Donna P. Shalala com- 
mented in early June on the pending 
welfare-to-work requirements: "I 
don't think we should subsidize poor 
mothers to stay out of the workforce 
when working-class mothers are 
going into the workforce." Shalala 
suggested that even women with 
toddlers at home would be required 
to find work 


NAACP plans to 
increase member- 
ship 


The:newly elected-and energetic 
head of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) said recently that 
“record numbers" of people are join- 
ing the civil rights organization. Ac- 
.. cording to the Rev. Benjamin 
Chavis, "Inthe not too distant future, 
the NAACP will have over a million 
members,” Currently, the nation’s 
oldest civil rights organization is 
believed to have fewer than 
500,000 members, Since his elec- 
tion two months ago, the 45-year- 
old Chavis has moved aggressively 
to revive the group, which critics say 
had lost touch in recent years. The 
NAACP is based in Baltimore, Md 
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a criminal investigation, so the two 
investigations will not overlap, 

Sykes said the Black legislators 
called for the investigation in order 
to “protect the integrity of the (MBE) 
program," 

hio’s MBE program, Sykes 
noted, is considered one of the 
most successful in the nation. It 
was cited favorably by the United 
States Supreme Court in its Creson 
decision, which struck down 
Richmond's set-aside law. 

“The program was set up to pro- 
vide economic opportunity," Sykes 
said. “We don't want to see 
anybody misuse public assets, and 
we are after anyone who would 
jeopardize this program." 

The Inspector General “has not 
been involved prior to now," and his 
involvement is necessary to “ex-

pand the investigation, so it's more 
thorough,” Sykes said. 

Booker Tall, who was the head 
of the EOC, fas been placed on 
leave due to health reasons: 
Carolyn Harper, the former exeou- 
tive assistant to Gov. Voinovich for 
economic development, is now 
heading the EOC. 

But Sykes said his group was not 
after Tall. 

"This is not a witch hunt; we're 
not out to condemn anyone,” Sykes 
said. "We're just trying to-find out 
what's going on," 

There is no timetable for the 
completion of either the State High- 
way Patrol or Inspector General's 
investigation.

MBE probe needed. 


he Black Elected Democrats of Ohio, the mem- 
bers of the state's legislative Black caucus, have 
requested an investigation by the state Inspector 
General in the wake of a similar investigation by the State 


Highway Patrot of the operations of the Equal Oppor- 
tunity Center (EOC) 


We believe that both probes-are needed to protect the 
state's minority business program 

The EOC is responsible for the certification of minority 
businesses in the state. Although details of the inves- 
tigations are sketchy, it appears that the State Highway 
Patrol is concerned with allegations that, among other 
things, there may have been bribery in the process of 
certification 

The head of the EOC, Booker Tall, is currently on a 
leave of absence for health reasons. Governor George 
Voinovich has praised his leadership of the EOC, and 
his commitment to the interests of minonty citizens 
There is nothing which links Tall to the allegations of 
wrongdoing 

The state's MBE program — and similar programs 
across the country -- have been under intense attack 
by those who are unsympathetic.to the nation’s history 
of discrimination against minority’business, Contractor 
and other business groups have said that MBE 
programs are unnecessary -- and that they are subject 
to fraud and abuse 


led by Charles Taylor have been unscrupulous in their 
attacks on those least able to defend themselves. 

As with Bosnia and other trouble spots around the 
globe, the United Nations should do more than simply 
investigate and assess blame. It should take an active 
vote in putting an end to the senseless killing of women 
and children, and more forcefully attack the forces of 
evil and opponents of democracy who are flourishing 
on the African continent. Our brothers and sisters 
deserve the same concern and action as their 
European and Asian Counterparts. 


Ohio's program has been remarkably successful over 
the pasttew years. According to the Voinovich ad- 
ministration, MBEs were awarded more than $224 
million in contracts through state government in the first

It addresses student performance at some 
level without addressing those factors -- such as inade- 
quate schools; poor learning materials; unmotivated 
teachers, and the poverty of the children themselves -- 
which can affect student performance 

We believe that the legislature -- rather than embarking 
on Watts’ punitive and elitist crusade -- should move in 
the opposite direction, It should suspend the require- 
ment that a student must pass the 9th grade proficiency 
test before graduating from high schoo! until 1998, by 
which time many of the educational reforms which are 
needed to improve student performance should be in 
place. At the same time, the legislature should reject 
Watts’ plan-to prohibit students who have not passed 
the 12th grade proficiency test from enrolling in four- 
year institutions. : 

There is nothing wrong with evaluating proficiency by 
using these tests. There is something dangerously 
wrong with tying the entire 12-year academic career of 
a student to the passage of the proficiency test. We 
urge the house and senate conference committee, 
which is studying these matters and will be coming 
back with a completed budget soon, to act to promote 
proficiency, but not elitism

Reflections

Much is being made of President 
Clinton's most recent blunder, and 
with good reason. The bungling of 
Lani Guinier’s nomination as head 
of the Justice Department's civil 
rights division was a faux pax of the 
first order. Yet it demonstrates, in 
microcosm, what Is wrong with this 
administration. 
Ayear ago, in the heat of campaign “ — 
frenzy, then -Vice President Dan Quayle railed on Mr, 
Clinton and his running mate, then-Senator Albert 
Gore, charging that the two.lvy League graduates were 
members of the "cultural elite". Few eyebrows were 
raised at the time. Indeed, many observers, including 
this one, weré intrigued by the possibility of actually 
elevating. a president smart enough to fe intimate 
knowledge of thé’ prégrams he was pro’ ceed 
Nowadays,-however, the President’s intelligence. does, 
him precious little good. To the contrary, he now seems 
a prisoner of both his intellect and the arrogance it 
breeds. 
Witness, for example, the hullabaloo surrounding his 
now-defunct economic stimulus package. The Presi- 
dent was athis best when he delivered his State of the 
Union message, telling Congress and the nation that 
“we're all in this together" and that any andall sacrifices 
required to heal the economy must be shared, That 
said, he then proceeded to ignore Senate Republicans 
in the préparation of his stimulus program, thus incur- 
ting their wrath and the filibuster that eventually killed 
the program 
One suspects thal the Guinier nomination fell victim to 
a similar fate. The night the nomination was withdrawn, 
Ted Koppel, host of the ABC television program 
"Nightline", asked Vice President Gore how Mr. Clinton 
could have nominated Ms, Guinier without having first 
read her writings. Was it a case of shoddy staff work? 
he-inquired. Mr. Gore responded coyly, reminding Mr. 
Koppel! that the President had assumed full respon- 
sibility for the unfortunate course the nomination had 
taken. 
What he didn't say--though it is likely closer to the truth 
is that the President nominated Ms. Guinier based, in 
large part, on the 20-year personal relationship he had 
with her, Because he had first-hand knowledge ‘of Ms. 
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declining since 1980 -- "cry out for a response,” the 
state's Black solons said, 

BEDO president Vern Sykes saiti that the plan was "an 
urban initiafive, a black agenda, a safety net for the 
poor." Indeed, in many ways it was not specifically a 
“black agenda:" many of the initiatives in the BEDO 
budget proposal will assistmany poor ruraland-urbat 
whites . 
The BEDO members met with House Speaker Vern 
Riffe regarding the plan, a meeting with which Sykes 
was pleased. 

"It was designed to improve communications, and 
make sure he as leader understood what our issues 


were, making sure it's clear what our motivation is? 


Sykes said. ‘ 
The state's Black legislators are shaping up as a key 
block in a divided legislature. With a Republican 
governor and a Republican-controlled Senate, the 
Democrats’ last bastion of power is the state House of 
Representatives 

However, in that body, its once-impregnable margin of 
victory has been significantly shrunk, from 61-38 in the 
last general assembly to 53-46 this time. Ashift of four 
votes can mean the difference between victory and 
defeat on any issue : 
And with that margin, the votes of the state’s 12 black 
state representatives become particularly critical 
But, while Sykes may recognize that clout -- the num 
bers are clear -- he is not posturing to use it 

When asked what would happen if he did not get all 
the agenda items, Sykes said, “it's just like any member 
of the legislature. We lobby, we negotiate, we advo- 
cate our interests. If we're disappointed with the 
results, we examine what the constraints were to deter- 
mine if the circumstances are reasonable, If the cir- 
cumstances are reasonable, we're reasonable people 
If they're unreasonable, there's no one interested in 
tolerating unreasonable proposals, and the process 
continues.”

The countdown has begun. On July 15, the Pen- 
gon is to deliver to President Clinton’ its long- 
waited policy proposal governing the treatment of 
omosexuals in the military.

It must be understood that Africa

and African people have been 
tinder-seige-for-more-than- 2,000 
years by Europeans, Asians and 
Arabs, The invasions, intrusions, 
thefts, murders, pillaging and the 
decimation and destruction of 
African lands and minds over these 
2,000 years is the basis for our on- 
going struggle for African liberation 
worldwide 

As the late, great scholar and 
thinker Cheikh Anta Diop wrote in 
describing an aspect of the crux of 
this 2,000-year-old problem, he 
said: "A visitor to Thebes4inthe Val- 
ley of the Kings can view the Mos- 
lem inferno in detail (in the tomb of 
Siti |, of the Nineteenth Dynasty), 
1700 years before the Koran." 

Diop continues -- "Osiris at:the 
tribunal of the dead is indeed the 
lord of revealed religions, sitting 
enthroned on Judgment Day, and 
we know that certain biblical pas- 
sages are practically copies of 
Egyptian moral texts..." 

Finally, Diop explains that "to his 
surprise and satisfaction, (the in- 
credulous Black African) will dis- 
cover that most of the ideas used 
today to domesticate, atrophy, dis- 
solve, or steal his soul, were con- 
ceived by his own ancestors, To 
become conscious of that fact is 
perhaps the first step toward a 
genuine retrieval of himself." 

The emergence of the current 
phase of the African-Centered 
education movement recognizes, 
at its foundation, that African people 
must retrieve their minds, bodies, 
souls and lands, That is, we must 
come back into ourselves as a 
whole African people if we are going 
to solve the numerous devastating 
problems we face as a race 

We can see manifestations of 
these efforts to return to Africa when 
we observe members of the old line 
Civil Rights Movement providing 
leadership and organizing the 
second African American summit in 
Libreville, Gabon, May 24-28. 

Under the leadership of Rev. 
Leon Sullivan, hundreds of African- 
American civil rights leaders and 
business people have now 
embraced the idea of Pan 
Atricanism in establishing vehicles

Maya Angelou recently treated 2,500 
adoring onlookers to an evening of 
enchantment at the Columbus Conven- 
tion Center 

She shared her insights on love 
during an impassioned presentatior 
sponsored by the Ohio Depariment of 
Mental Health (ODMH) and the Franklin 
County Alcohol, Drug Addiction and 
Mental Health Services Board 
(ADAMH). She explored the various 
aspects of love for others, romantic love 
and self love 

Angelou, the poet laureate of the 
Clinton administration and author of 
numerous books and poems, said, “We 
don't'stop to often enough use the word 
love’." 

Love is a profound ingredient in the 
development of courage. "Without 
courage, you can't practice any other 
discipline thoroughly." 

She told a moving story about "The 
Mask," @ poetic representation about 
early genarations of Blacks who en- 
dured emotional and physical abuse 
from whites by smiling through embar- 
rassment, humiliation and suffering 

Angelou became immersed in her 
delivery of “The Mask." Tears streamed 
down her face while her voice cracked 
and sighed to capture the pain Black 
people endured for the sake of their 
families and future generations, 

Today, this group, frequently likened 
to actor Steppin’ Fetchit, are perceived 
to be Uncle Toms. Angelou disagrees 
with this characterization ; 

The mask they wore, she contends,

More. than 350 minority high 
school seniors, most of them from 
Ohio, have been offered significant 
merit scholarships to attend The 
Ohio State University next fall. 

Ohio State's Office of Minority 
Affairs sponsors the Minority 
Scholarship Program (MSP) begun 
in 1982. The program awards three 
levels of scholarships principally on 
merit to African-American, Asian- 
Americane Hispanic-American and 
native American students. 

Among the 11 were four African- 
American students who are 
recipients of major scholarships 
through the university's Minority 
Scholars Program; David Clarke 
apa ane Scholarship), a senior 
at St. Charles’ Préparatory School; 
Sharita Daniels (Prestigious 
Scholarship) from Walnut Ridge 
High School; Kimberly Dokes (Ex-

In recruiting the freshman class

ly talented high school seniors. 

Not all of these students will 
choose to accept the scholarships; 
however, most find the scholarships 
and support programs very com- 
petitive and will attend Ohio State 
next fall.

Is it time to 
start shooting? 


In your day-to-day hustle and hurry, you 
might not have realized that a very effective 
"war" is being waged not.between the Cail 
And Post and disgruntled community ac- 
tivists, but between two of the world’s 
economic superpowers 

Itis not as noisy a war as you might expect 
considering all the posturing that has been 
going on over the last several years. Blacks 
have a stake in the outcome of it and so do 
whites_Americans havea stake -in_its oul: 
come and so do the Europeans. 

The war to which | refer is between the 
United States of America and Japan; it should 
not surprise you if more and more talk begins 
to be heard about the effects of this "war" on 
relations between the two countries. 

You know people, | am sure, who won't or 
can't buy Japanese cars mainly for political 
reasons. You probably know people also who 
are just as adamant about the war against 
Japan 50 years after the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor as they were when the first bombs fell 

| have friends, employed by unions like the 
United Auto Workers Union, who tell me that 
they have had to trade in their Mercedes 
Benz's and their Volvo's. Driving a foreign car 
in these days of “Buy American"_is-bad 
enough, they say, In their estimation, though, 
nothing compares to the stares they receive 
when they drive Japanese cars. There is a 
special problem with owning Japanese cars 
these days, especially for those closely as- 
sociated with certain unions 

My friends tell me that they have gotten rid 
of their Japanese cars because they want to 
keep their jobs. And besides, they say, the 
quality of American-made cars has improved 
some over the past few years 

For its part, the U.S. automobile industry 
has seen its market share-encroached upon 
by the Japanese for the last two decades or 
more. In the 1970s when the signs of this 
encroachment could no longer be ignored, 
attempts to protect American jobs through 
import quotas were used to a greater or 
lesser degree of effectiveness. The 
Japanese abided by those quotas, more or 
less. 

What many Japanese companies did 
during that same period of time and for much 
of the 1980s, after quotas were lifted, was to 
absorb the shocks to profits which resulted 
from increases in the value of the Japanese 
currency, the yen. The deliberate strategy on 
the part of these Japanese companies was 
to go for market share and let the yen take 
care of itself 

Well, it turns out that here in the first few 
years of the 1990s, the rises in that same 
Almighty Japanese Yen that were virtually 
ignored during the ‘80s have come back to 
bite the Japanese and to bite hard. The yen 
is so strong these days that it is bound to cut 
into the U.S. trade deficit with Japan at some 
point in time, if its rise continues. For con- 
tinued rises in the yen with respect to the U S 
dollar supposedly makes buying Japanese 
products cheaper 

With the Japanese economy continuing its 
recent recession, things could get interesting 
in the next couple of years, if not sooner. For 
one thing, since the Japanese economy 
would be nothing without its ability to export 
its goods to other parts of the world, any hint 
of a currency crisis, even in its favor, can't be 
too healthy for too long. What could begin to 
happen again in a big way is the kind of 
dumping_of_producis.the Japanese used to 
do back in the 1970s, They, like us, have got 
to do something to get their economy out of 
its recession ; 

What a difference a decade makes! In the 
‘mid-708, We Alviericanswere=courting the 
Japanese in all sorts of symmits and commis- 
sions, jawboning thenT about slowing down 
their economy. and stopping'thei people from. 
working so hard 

And to some extent, it looks like the 
Japanese went for thaf “okey-doke." Their 
economy, touted for being a full employment 
economy, now has better than two percent 
unemployment. (No, don’t compare that to 
the 6.9% unemployment rate in the United 
States.) 

So how will this all affect us? In the first 
place, we have to accept the modern day fact 
that even with the demise of the Soviet threat, 
we still live in an interdépendent world, Not 
only do the Japanese have a stake in what 
happens in our economy since they lent us 
large chunks of the money they made selling 
their goods to us. 

We also have a stake in what happens in 
their economy since they still control so much 
of the capital we need to continue to operate 
our own economy, Whatever the case, | bet | 
can you one person thax is smiling, my friend, 
Brittany Nicole. 

| bought her some Japanese yen for her a 
Christmas present two years ago. If she 
wanted to convert her yen back into American 
dollars today, she would have-the kind of 
smile on her face thal comes from getting 4 
bonanza for convincing me that she was 
good during al least the year her yen were 
purchased,

54% of Johnson Products shares

Mrs. Johnson said the acquisi- 
tion will enable Johnson Products to 
expand distribution and invest in its 
Chicago’facility, 

Johnson Products pioneered the 
market for hair relaxer and once 
held an 80% market share, As that 
market has grown to about $200 
million a year, the company's share 
has slipped to as low as 15% as 
compefitors entered the market. 

While Mrs. Johnson initially may 
have wanted to keep the company 
in family hands, a squabble often 
can change that goal, say experts in 
family businesses. ‘One of the is- 
sues that any family business has is 
a passion to keep the business in 
the family," said John Masservey, 
director of the National Family Busi- 
ness Council, a private consulting 
firm in Lake Forest, IL. 

“That is not to say that selling out 
the stock to a larger enterprise is 
painless. But the significant issue is 
how during family business succes- 
sion, sO many issues can come to 
the. surface and hurt" the original 
long-term goal 

People close to George Johnson 
said he is angered by the proposed 
acquisition. Asked for his reaction, 
Mr. Johnson curtly responded, "! 
have no comment." Mrs, Johnson 
couldn't be reached. In a statement, 
she said she believed the transac- 
tion "will benefit our stockholders, 
employees and community.”

world-wide. 

~According to Malcolm Beech 
president of the International Ex-

new wave of economic develop- 
ment activity.” 

Beech’s group is hosting’a 
Southern African Trade and Invest- 
ment Conference in Washington, 
July. 16th and 17th, to allow blacks

$100,000. The forgery scheme has been designated 
Crime of the week in the Crime Stoppers Program for 
the week of June’24 

A Black male, in his 30's, 5'10", and 240 lbs., had 
attempted to make a purchase at Hammond 
Electronics, 4106 E, Main Street, with a check from the 
Heartland Bank on April 26. An alert store clerk decided 
to verify the checks validity, called the bank, and dis- 
povered the checking account was fraudulent 

The employee summoned the Whitehall Police, who 
arrived just as the subject was attempting to leave the 
area. After a brief foot chase, the subjéct was ap- 
prenernded, The man identified himself to police as 
Linwood Payne, and had an.Ohio |,D. with the same 
name. Payne was charged with Forgery and taken to 
the Franklin Country Jail 

Two days later, police learned that Payne had given 
them a fictitious frame, However, at the time of their 
discovery, the subject had been released from jail 
Whitehall Detectives said Payne was identified by 


Heartland Bank officials as a subject who attempted to 
open. an account with them in February, but was 
refused due to his application containing false informa- 
tion 

Authorities believe Payne had checks printed him- 
self from a private check printing company and used 
Heartland Bank's logo. Payne has been forging and 
passing these bad checks throughout the states of 
Ohio, Michigan, and Missouri, police said. 

Mr. Payne's true identity is needed, and he currently 
has a Forgery warrant under the name of Linwood 
Payne, due to not showing up for court on the Whitehall 
Police Department charge ‘

Most of the increase is taking place 
in rural areas where Blacks and 
Indians are the chief victims. 


The process is said to begin with 
the recruitment of poor workers who 
become over-burdened with debt 
and are then forced by armed thugs 
to work for nothing. Similar in- 
creases in modern slavery are said 
(6 be occurring tr Haiti; Peru-and 
Pakistan. But, a United Nations 
study says cases in Brazil have 
soared from 600. to 1989 to over 
16,000 today.
